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CLAIMS : 



A methdd for the removal of cholesterol, 
triglycerides and other lipids from animal 
plasma, serum or other suitable blood fractions, 
as a discontinuous flow system, said method 
comprising Withdrawing blood from a subject, 
separating the required fraction from the blood 
and mixing with a solvent mixture which extracts 
the said lipids from the fraction, after which 
the delipidated fraction is recombined with the 
blood cells \and returned to the subject, 
characterised in that the solvent extraction 
step is carried^ out separately and remote from 
the subject.
